SAN FBANCIBCO, Juno 27.—Tlie Ameri- 


can Railway Union men in the employ 
of tbo Southern Pacific have asserted 
tbeir power. Ae a result ol their at- 
.-tempt to enforce the Pullman boycott, 
passenger traina arc tied up at every 
railroad center in the State, Have by 
local trainB there will he no passenger 
aervico out ol San Francisco or Oakland 
tonight, and there Is every indication 
that the tie-up may bo protracted. An 
official of tho Southern Pacific Company 
declared this afternoon that bis people 
had made up their minde that if they 
arc not to bo allowed to run the Pull- 
man coaches they will run no trains at 
all. Local officern of the American 
Railway Union declare the Pullman 
coaches* must bo withdrawn and both 
aides seem to be prepared for a bitter 
mid determined light. 


HAN FBANCIBCO, Juno 27.—Not, a train 


left Oakland tonight except those en- 
gaged in local tralhc. The Southern Pa- 
cific Company adhered to its determina- 
tion not to run trains without Pullman 
cars, and trainmen were equally aa de- 
termined not to handle cars bearing the 
hated name of Pullman. 
Consequently 


hundreds of people «who expected to 
travel north, south and east were forced 
to return to San Francisco. The train- 
men went to their homes and the big 
Oakland molfi was deserted except from 
ferry boat employes and suburban train 
hands. 


So complete is the tie-up that no one 


can leave or enter California by rail to- 
night. The Southern Pacific lias made 
no arrangements to resume tragic, and 
there is no telling when such an attempt 
will he made. 


SAN FBANCIBCO, June 27.—Superin- 


tendent Fillmoro Bttid: "Our trains are 
for tho accommodation ot passengers, 
baggage and express matter. 
If we are 


not permitted to furnish these accom- 
modations wo will not run trains. That 
is our decision. We cannot tell what 
will develop, and our future course will 
depend upon circumstances. As lo tho 
mail service, 1 am in doiiU. We carry 
mail on our regular trains. If unable 
to run Uicse trains 1 do not BCC how wo 
can bo expected to carry the mails. We 
are not, 1 assume, expected lo run 
special trains for mails alone. Debarred 
Iron) tho use of I'ulhnaiig wu cannot carry 
passengers. If people cannot have Ilium 
to travel in limy will not travel.' 
Spunking of tho trains tied up at Sacra- 
mento and Los AngtileH, Mr. Killmoro 
said he did not know whether an appeal 
would be made to the civil authorities 
for protection.

To- 
night no wheel is moving on tho entire 
New Mexico division. Several arrests 
will be made if United States marshals 
can arrive from Santa Fe. Judge Leea 
of Santa Fe issued au injunction re- 
straininc the strikers from interfering 
with the property of the company in 
New Mexico. 


TACOMA, Wash., Juno 27.-The Pull- 


man trouble baa not extended to the 
Northwest, so far aa can bo learned 
from Northern Pacific employes aud 
otllcials up to a late hour last night. 
The local American Kail way Union 
men say no orders regarding the strike 
have been received hero, Pullman cars 
are coming and going aa usual. 


PUEIH.O, Colo., June 27.—Pueblo's two 


lodges of the American Railway Union 
in session tonight voted to carry out the 
boycott on Pullman sleepers and to 
make it apply on all roads entering here, 
the Denver and Rio Grande, Santa Ke, 
Rock Island. Missouri Pacific and Union 
Pacific, Denver and Gulf. Wlien the 
Santa Fe train No. (i from Denver for 
the east pulled into Union depot at 11.15 
some fifty switchmen were on hand and 
uncoupled the sleepers from tho rest of 
the train. The same tiling was done to 
sleepers on Santa Fo No. 7 from La Junta 
and the east which rolled into the depot 
u few minutes later. On this train were 
sleepers which were held at Junta all 
day, the train due here this morning 
from tho east. Rio Grande JS'o. I! from 
Denver for the west received the eau 
reception at the depot. All employi 
refused to recouple the sleepers, and the 
trains will be held here, say the rail- 
road authorities, until the sleepers go aa 
usual.
